either privately or openly, not being let? 
by licknefs, or ſome other urgeat cauſe. 
And the Curate that miniſtreti ia ever; 
Parith-Church or Chappel, being at home, 
and not being otherwife reafonably hin- 
dred, ſhail ſay the ſame in the Parith- 
Church or Chappel where he miniltreth, 
and ſhall cauſe a Bell to be toled there- 
unto a convenient time before he begin, 
that the people may come to hear Gods 
Word, and to pray with him, 


Of Ceremonies, why ſome beAboliſhed,and ſomeRetained. 


F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the 

Church, and have had their be- 

ginning by the inſtitution of man, 
fome at the firſt were of godly intent ant 
purpoſe deviſed, and yet at length turned 
ro vanity and ſuperſtition : Some entred 
znto the Church by undiſcreet devotion, and 
ſuch a zeal as was without knowledge , 
and for becaiije they were winked at 11 
the beginning, they grew daily to more and 
more abuſes, which not only for their un- 
profitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they have 
auch blinded the people, and obſcured the 
Glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, 
and clean rejetfed : Other there be, which 
although they have been deviſed by man, 
vt it 5 thonglt good to reſerve them ſtill, 
as well for a decent Order in the Church 
( for the which they were firſt deviſed) as 
becanje they pertain to edification, where- 
wnto all things done in the Clinrch ( as 


the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be refer- 
red. 

Aud a/thongh the keeping or omitting of 
a Ceremony in it ſelf conſidered, ts but a 
ſmall thing .yet the wilful and comtemptuous 
trangreſſion and breaking of a conimon 
order and Diſcipline, # no ſmall offence be- 
fore God. Let all thingsbedoneamong you, 
ſaith Se, Paul, in a ſeemly and due order ; 
The appointment of the which Order per- 
taineth not to private men , therefore nv 
man, ought to take in hand, or preſume to 
appoint or alter any publick or common Or- 
der in Chriſts Church, except he be law- 
fully calted and authorized thereanto. 

And whereas in thy our time, the minds 
of men are ſo divers, that ſome think it 4a 
great matter of Conſcience to depart from 
a peace of the leaſt of their Ceremonres ; 
they be ſo addifted to their old cuſtoms ; 


. and agam on the other fide, ſome gf new 


angled; 
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tangled ; that they wonld innovate al! things 
and fo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can 
hike them, brut that i new : It was thourhr 
expedrent not fo much to have reſpett how 


as row to pleaſe God, and profit them both. 
Ari yet leſt any man ſhould be offeided, 
rhom good reaſon miglt” ſatisfie, here le 
certain cauſes rendred, why ſonie of the 
accitomed Ceremonies be put away, and 
fore retaimed and kept ſtHll, 

Some are put away, becatife the great 
exceſs and multitude of them hath jo en- 
crezjed in theſe latter days, that the bur- 
then of them was intolerable , whereof St. 
Auguttine in is time complained, that they 
were gronn to ſuch a muniter, tht the 
e:te of Chriſtian feople was in worſe 
rae concermug that matter, thin ncre 
the Tews. Aud le connſeled, that juch 
ycke and burthen ſhould be taken AR 4, A 
tmie would ſerve quietly to doit, But wit 
would St, Auguſtine hate ſaid, if Le kad foen 
the Cerenienies of late days uſed among 75; 
whereunto the multitude uſed in his time 
was not to be compared , This or exie//ine 
multitude of Ceremonies was jo great, avid 
many of them ſo dark, that they did more 
confound and darken, thin declare and jet 
forth Chriſts Benefits unto w. Abd leſides 
thus, Chrifts Goſpel is net a Ceremonial 
Law, (as much of Moſes's Law was} bi:: 
it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bo#- 
dage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the 
ireedom of the fpirit , being content ol) 
with thoſe Ceremonies whigh do ſerve 19 
a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and 
Juch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of 
man to the remembrance of his duty to God, 
by ſonie notable and ſpecial ſignification, 
whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, 
tle moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment 
of certain Ceremonies was, That they were 
fo far abuſed ; partly by the ſuperſtitions 
blindneſs of the rude and untearned. and part- 
ly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as 
Jought more their own lucre, than the Glory 
of God, that the tbuſrs conld not well be 
taken away, the thing remaining ſtill 


Of Ceremonies, why ſome be Aboliſhed, and ſome Retained. 


Brt now as concerning thoſe ferſors, 
which feradventure will be offended for that 


Jome of theol1 Ceremonies are retained ftill : 


It they conſider, that without ſome Cereme- 
nies it 1s wot poſible to keep any Graer, or 
get Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall 
eali!y percerve juſt canſe to reform their 


indgments. And if they think much, that 


ary of the oll do remain, and would rather 
Late all deviſed anew : Then ſuch men gran- 
tiig lome Crremontes convenient to be bad, 
ſnrely where the old may be we!l ajed, there 
they catmnct reaſonably reprove the old ty 
for their age, nithout benraying of their on-n- 
fully. Tor in ſuch a caſe, they onght rather 
to haze reverence unto them tor their an- 
tiguity, if they will declare thewitclves to be 
more [tudions for unity and cenorrd, than 
of innovations and new fangchwuels, which 
(ns mich as may le with tra? [etting torth 
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of, ended, For as thoſe are taker air ay nbc 
were moſt abaled, ant did birthon mitts 
Conſciences without any care ; fo the ctler 
that remain, are retained jor @ D:jcipline 
and Order, which (upon juſt Cattles ) May 
e altered” and changed, and thercjure ar? 
not to le eſteemed equal wirh Gods Law. 
And moreover ticy le either daik nor 
dumb Ceremonies; but are ſu fit forth, 
that every Nan may kaderjtard wid they 
do mean, and to wyat Hje FEY Go ferte. 
So that it is not like thut they in time to 
come ſhould be abiſed as other have tetg. 
Aid in thefe our doings we cunidenn mo 0- 
ther Nations, nor prejeribe any thing tut 
to our own people only: For we think it cov- 
wenient, that every Country ſhout! iſe jiicy 
Ceremonies as they ſhall think left ro the 
ſetting forth of Gods Honoit and Ours, 
and to the reducing of the peojle to 4 
moſt perfe# and godly living, without &r- 


rour or ſuperſtition ; and tht they hold pus 


away other things, which from tin to tuke 
they perceige to be moſt abiſed, as 1H Mens 
ordinances it often chauceth arverfly 1t di- 
vers Countries. 
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The Order how the P/alter is appointed" to be read, 


He Plalter (hall be read throug 

once every month, as it 1s there 
appointed, both for moraing and evening 
Prayer. But in February it thail be read 


only to the Twenty eigntb, or Twenty | 


ninth day of the month. 

And whereas Jannary, DMarcnh, May, 
Fuly, Augnſf, Oftober and December, have 
One and thirty days apiece ; It is order- 
ed, that the ſame Pſalms ſhall be read 
the lat day of the ſaid months, which 
were read the. day before : So that the 
Pfaltcr may begin againſt tne firit day of 
the next month enſuing. 

And whereas the 119. Pſalm is Gdivi- 
ded iito 22 Portions, and 1s ovcrlong

that at one time thall not be read abors 
four or five of the ſaid portions,

And it was 
the preparation of the paſſover, and 
about. the ſixth hour : and. he faith 
unto the Jews, Behold your king, 
But. they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucifie 
lum. Pilate faith unto them, Shall 
{ cructhe your king? The chief 
prieſt anſwered, We have no king 
but Cefar. Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be crucified : 
And they took Jeſus and led him 
away. And he bearing his croſs, 
went forth into a place called the 
place of a ſcull, which is called 
in-the Hebrew, Golgotha : wherc 
they crucified him; and two other

with him, on either ſide one, and 
Jeſus in the midit. And Pilate wrote 
a title, and puti1t on the croſs. And 
the writing was, JESUS Of 
NAZARETH THE KING 
OF. THE JEWS. Thistitle 
then read many of the Jews : for 
the place where Jeſus was crucified 
was nigh to- the city : and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latine. Then ſaid the chict prieſls 
of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, 
The king ot the Jews ; but that he 
ſaid, I am the king of the Jews, 
Pilate anſwered, What I have writ- 
ten, I have written. Then the ſoul. 
dicrs, when they had crucificd Jetus, 
took his garments, { and made tour 
parts, to every ſouldier a part) 
and allo his coat : now the coat was 
without ſeam, woven fron the top 
throughout, They ſaid theretore 
among themſelves, Let us not rend 
it, but caſts lots for it, whoſe it ſhall 
be : that the ſcripture may be tul- 
filled, which ſaith, They parted my 
raiment among them, and tor my 
v<iture they did caſt lots. Tht&c 
things therefore the ſouldiers di, 
Now there ſtood by the crols of Je- 
ſus, his mother, and his mothers 
ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. When Jetus 
theretore ſaw his-mother, and the 
diſciple ſtanding by, whom he lo- 
ved, he faith unto. his mother, 
Woman, , behold thy ſon. Then 
ſaith he to the diſciple, behold thy 
mother. And from that hour that 
diſciple took her unto his own 
home. After this, Jeſus knowing 


| that all things were now. accom- 


pliſh-d, 
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Eaſter Eve, 


pliſhed, that the ſcripture might 
be fulfilled, faith, I thirſt. Now 
there was ſet a veſſel full of vine- 
gar : and they filled a ſpunge with 
vinegar : and put it upon: hyſſop, 
and put .it to his mouth. When 
Teſus therefore: had received the 
vinegar, he ſaid, it 1s finiſhed: and 
he bowed his head, and gave up 
the ghoſt. The Jews therefore, be- 
caule it was the preparation, that 
the bodics ſhould not-remain upon 
the croſs on the ſabbath-day ( tor 
that ſabbath-day was an ligh day ) 
beſought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. Then came 
the ſouldiers, and brake the legs of 
the firlt, and of the other wiuch 
was crucified with him. But when 
thcy came to Jeſus, and ſaw that 
he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs. But one of the foul- 
diers with a ſpear pierced his fide, 
and forthwith came thereout blood 
and water. And he that faw it bare 
record, and his record is true : and 
he knoweth that he faith true, that 
ye might believe. For theſe things 
were done that the ſcripture ſhould 
be fulfilled. A bone of him ſhall 
not be broken. And again, ano- 
ther ſcripture ſaith, "they ihall 
look on him whom thev pierced.

PREFACE 


T is evident unto all men, diligently reading holy Scripture and ancient Au- 

thors, that from the Apoſtles time there have been theſe Orders of Mini- 

flers in Chriſt's Church ; Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons. Which Offices 
were evermore had in ſuch reverend eſtimation, that no man might preſume to 
execute any of them, except he were firſt called, tried, examined, and kaown 
to have ſuch qualities as are requiſite for the ſame ; and alſo by publick prayer, 
with impofition of hands, were approved and admitted thereunto by lawful 
Authority. And therefore, to the intent that theſe Orders may be continued, 
and reverently uſed and eſteemed in the Church of Ireland ; No man ſha! be 
accounted or taken to be a lawful Biſhop, Prieſt, or Deacon in the Ghurch of 


Ireland, or ſuffered to execute amy of the ſaid Funtt ions, except he be cal- 


led, tried, examined, and admitted therewto, according to the Form hereaftc 
following, or hath had formerly Epiſcopal Cauſecration, or Ordination. | 
And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, except he be Twenty three years of 
age unleſs he have a Faculty. And every man which js to be admitted a 
Prieft, ſhall Fe full Four and twenty years old. And every man which ;5 to Le 
Ordained or Conſecrated Biſhop, ſhall he fully Thirty years of Age. ©

And this 
infection of nature doth remain ; yea, in 
tazm that are regenerated, whercby the 
luſt of the fleſh, called in Greek, $:ya 
oxpx07, which ſome do expound the wiſdom, 
ſome ſenſuality, ſome the affection, ſome 
the deſire of the fleſh, is not ſubject to 
tne Law of God. And although there 
is no condemnation for them that believe 
and are baptized, yet th: Apoſtle doth 
confcls, that concupiſence and Juit hath 
of it ſelf the nature of fin, 
LO, Of Free-wlll. 
He condition of man after the fall 
of Alam, is ſich, that he cannot 
turn and prepare himfelf by his 
own natural ſtrength and good works to 
faith and calling upon God : wherefore 
we have no power to do good works 
pleaſant and acceptable to God without 
the grace of God by Chritt preventing us, 
that wemay have a good will, and working 
with us when we have that good wiil. 
Ii. Of the Tuſtification of Man. 
E are accounted righteous before 
God, only for the merit of our 
Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt by Faith 
and not for our own works, or deſervings 
Wherefore, that we are juſtified by Faith

if, And to this end the people are often 
to be exhorted to enter into a ſfecia} 
examination of the ttate of their own 1ouls: 
and that finding themſelves cither extreme 
Gull, or much troubled in mind, they &0 
retort unto Gods Miniſters, to receive 
rom them as well adviſe and counſel for

ved, And that the petty Canons, Vicars 
Chorals, and other Miniſters of their 
Church, be urged to the ſtudy of the 
holy Scriptures and every one of them 
to lave the New Teſtament not only in 
Englith, but alſo in Latin. 
XXVII. 
Deans and Prebend.ries , to Preach during 
their Refidence, 
He Dean, Malter, Warden, or 0- 
ther chief Governor, Prebendarics,

that Ojfice. And alto that all Chancel-

One ſhall procure in any cauſe what-- 
ſoever, unle he be thereunto con- 
{tituted, and appointed by the party 

himſelf, either before the judge, and by 
Act in court ; or unleſs in the beginning 
of the Suit, he be by a true and ſufhcient 
Proxey thereunto warranted and enabled. 
We call that Proxey ſuftcient, which 1s 
ſtrengthened, and confirmed by ſome au- 
thentical Seal, the parties Approbation, 
or at leaſt his Ratincation therewithall 
concurring, All whichProxeys ſhall be forth-

of the goods of perſons dying Inteſtate, 
the Oath uſually taken by Proctors of 
Court, in animam conſtituentis, is found 


to be inconvenient. We do. therefore 
decree, and orgain, that every-Executor 
or Sujtor for Adminiſtration, ſhall-perſo- 


nally repair to the Judge in that behaly 
or to his Surrogate, and. in his own 
perſon, (and not by Proctor) take the 
Oath accuſtomed in theſe caſes. Bur if 
by reafon of ticknelſ$ or age, or any other 
Juit lett or impediment, he be not able to 
make his perſonal appearance before th: 
Judge ; it tha!l be lawful for the J1:dse 
(there being faith firſt made, by a cre. 
ble perſon of the truth of kis faid bin- 
derance, or impediment} to grant a com- 
mithon to ſome grave Eccleſiaſtical perlon, 
abiding near the party aforefiid, wherel;

calion to the ſtanders by, of contemp! 
and calumny toward the Court it ft. 
That more reſpe&t may be had to tic 
dignity of the Judge, than heretofore, 
and that cauſes may more and commo- 
diouſly he handled and diſpatched : We 
charge and enjoyn, that all Proctors 1n 
the faid Court do eſpecially intend, that 
the Acts may be faithfully entred, and 
ſet down by the Regiſter, according to 
the advice and direQtion of the Advocate.

of true Religion: We will, and ordain, 
that the licenſe to teach Grammar, ſhall 
be granted to. none by the Ordinary of 
that place, but only to the ſaid Miniſter 
or School-maſter. Provided always, that 
this conſtitution ſhall not extend to any 

Pariſh, where there is a publick School 

founded already. In which caſe we think 

:t not meet, to allow -any to teach Gram- 


mar, but only him, that is allowed for the 
ſaid publick School. 
XCTX. 
The duty of SchooLmaſters. 
Ll School-maſters, and Uthers, fall 
endeavour to train up-the children 
committed to their charge, in good lcarn- 
nz, civility and piety. And in the La- 
tine tongue, they ſhall teach the Grammar, 
ſet forth in England by King H-»ry the 
Eighth, and ſo continued ever tince, and 
none other, They ſhall alſo tezch ſich 
other books as ſhall be allowed, and ap- 
pointed by the Biſhop of the Diocets. Pro- 
vided, that according to the priviledge 
granted to the Univerlity, near Dublp, 
Logick and Philoſophy ſhall nor be taught 
in Grammar Schools. Provided allo, 
that none be admitted, or licen{ec to be 
a School-maſter, or Uſher within tnis 
Kingdom, unleſs he firit, by his ſubſeriy- 
tion, teſtifie his conſent to the tio tirit 
Canons. And allo, that every Archbithop, 
and Biſhop, and other Ordinary ( having 
Eccleliaſtical Juriſdiction ) thall, by cen- 
ſures of the Church, reſpectively compel, 
all ſuch as are ſubject to their Juriſdiction, 
which do now teach School, or hercatter 
ſhall preſume to teach School, not having 
teſtited their conſent by ſubſcription as 
aforeſaid, to deliſt from teaching of School. 


The autherity of this National Synod eſta- 
bliſhed. 

His ſacred Synod, being the repreſer- 
tative body of the Church of /re- 
land in the name of Chriſt, and by 

the Kings authority, lawfully aſſembled, 
doth pronounce and decree, that if aty, 
within this Nation, ſhall deſpiſe and con- 


' temn the conſtitutions thereof, ( being by 


the ſaid Regal power ratified and confirm- 
ed; ) or. afirm, that none are to be ſub- 
ject thereunto, but ſuch as were preſent, 
and gave their voices unto them ; he ſhall 
be Excommunicated, and not reſtored, Uit- 
til he ſhall publickly revoke h1s error.

I believe alſo and confets - Jeſus Chriſt the only 
Saviour and Meſhas : who being equal with Gol, 
made himſelf of no reputation, but took on him the 
the ſhape of a'ſervant, and became man in all things 
Jike unto us, except fin, to aſſure us of mercy and 
forgiveneſs. For when through our father Adams 
tranſgreſſion, we were become children of perdition, 
'there was no means to bring us from the yoke of 
fin and damnation, but only Jeſts Chriſt our Zzord, 
who giving us that by grace, which was his by 
nature, made us through faith the children of God : 
'Who when the fulneſs of time was come, was con- 
ceived by the power of the holy Ghoſt, born of the 
Virgin Mary according to the fleſh, and preached 
in earth the goſpel of ſalvation : till at length by 
tyranny of the prieſts, he was guiltleſs condemned 
under Pontius Pilate, then preſident of Jeuwry, and 
moft flanderouſly hanged on the croſs between two 
kHhieves, as a notorious treſpaſſer, where- taking up- 
on him the puniſhment of ourfins, -he delivered us 
from the curſe 6frhe law.” And foraſmuch 25 he bes 
ing only God conld not feet death, neither being 
only man.could oyercome death 5 he joyned both 
'fogether, and ſuffered his humanity to be puniſhed 
with moſt-cruel death, feeling in himſelf the anger 
andfevere judgment of God, even as he had been 
in extreme torments of 'hell, and - therefore cried 
with a*lbud voice, 'My God, my Gol, why b2ſt-thou 
forftken me? Thus of his mercy without compulſion; 
he offered up himſeH as the only lacrifice to purge 
the- fins of all the world : So that all other ſacrifices 
For fin are blaſphemous, and derogate' from the 
ELIE Which death-albeit it did ſuffici- 
ently recoticile uy to*'God, yet the Scriptures * com-- 
mon LY, ittribotevor Tegener Athon "od this > te 
CarreAioo. For as by riſing again from the grave 
the third'day, he conquered death; even ſo the 
viftory of onr faith ftandeth in' his refurre&ion ; 
and therefore without one we cannot feel the benes 


fits of the other. For as by his death fin was taken 


axay, [0 our righteouſneſs was reftored by his re- 


ſurreQion. And becauſe he would accompliſh all 
things, and take poſleffion for us in his kingdom, he 
aſcended into heayen to enjarge the ſame kingdom 
by the abundant power of his Spirit, by whom we 
are moſt uſſured of his continual interceſſion to- 
wards God the Father for us. And although he h- 
in heaven as touching his corporal preſence, where 
the Father hath now ſet him at his right hand, com- 
mitting unto him the adminiſtration of all things 
as well in heaven above as in the earth beneath, 
yet is he preſent with us his members, even to the 
end of the world, in preſerving and governing y; 
with his effeQuual power and grace : Who, when ail 
things are fulfhled which God hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his prophets ſince the world beg 1n, 
will come in the fame viſible form in the which 
he aſcended with an unſpeakable Majeſty, power, 
and company, to ſeparate the lambs trum the goats, 
the Ele from the Reprobate : {vo that none whe. 
ther he be alive then, or dead before, thali eſcape: 

his judgment. 

Moreover, I believe and confeſs the holy Ghoſt, 
God equal with the Father ani the Son; who :e- 
generateth and ſan{ifieth us, ruleth and guideth us 
untoall truth, perſwading moſt affuredly in our 
conſciences, that we be the children of God, brethren 
to Jcſus Ctrift, and fellow” heirs with him of lite 
everlaſting. 

Yet notwithffInding it is not ſuffic'ent to believe 
that God is omnipotent and merciful, that Chi iſt 
hath made ſatisfaQion, or that the holy Ghoſt hath 
his power and effe&, except we do apply the ſame 
benefits to us which are Gods elett : I believe there 
fore and confeſs one holy Church, which ( as mem- 
bers of Jeſus Chrift the only Head thereof) conſent 
in faith, hope, and charity, uling the gifts of God 
whether they be temporal or ſpiritual, to the profit 
and furtherance of the ſame. Which Church is not 
ſeen to mans eye, but only known to God : who of 
the loſt ſons of Adam hath ordained ſume as veſſels 
of wrath to damnation, and hath choſen others as 
veſſels of his mercy to be ſaved ; the which ia due 
time he calleth to integrity of life, and godly con- 
rerſation, to make them a glorious Church in him- 
ſelf. But that Church which is viſible and ſeen to 
theeye, hath three tokens and marks whereby it 
may be known ; Firft, the word of God contained 
in the old and new tefftament : Which as it is above 
the authority of the ſame Church, and only ſufficient 
to inftrut us inall things concerning ſalvation 5 
ſo it is left for all degrees of men, to read and un- 
derftand.. For without this word, neither Church, 
Council, nor decree can eftabliſh any point touching 
ſalvation. The\ſecond is the holy Sacraments, £09 
wit, of Baptiſm, and the Lord Supper. Which 
Sacraments Chrift hath left unte us as holy ſigns 
and ſeals of his promiſes. For as by Baptiſm once re- 
ceived, is fignified,.'that we ( as well infants, 4s 
others of age and diſcretion ) being ftrangers from 
God by original fin, are received into his family and 

congregations 
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with full aNurance that although this root of ſin lie 
hid in us, Yer to the ele it ſhall not be imputed : 

{> the Supper declareth, that God as a moſt pro- 
vident Father doth not only feed our bodies, but 
alſo ſpiritually nouriſheth our fouls with the graces 
2nd benefits of Jeſus Chrift, which the Scripcure 
calleth eating of his fleſh, and drinking of his blood. 

Xeither muft we in the adminiſtration of theſe Sa- 

craments follow mans fantaſie ;, but as Chrift him- 
ſelf hath ordained, ſo-muRſt they be miniſtred, and 

by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are thereunto cal- 
et. Therefore whoever reſerveth and worthippeth 
thele Sacraments, Or contrariwiſe contemneth them 
in time and place, procureth to himſclt damnation, 
The third part of this Church is Eccletiaſtical Diſ- 
cipline, which ſtandeth in admonition, and cor- 
retion of faults. The final end whereof is excom- 

munication by the conſent of the Church determin» 
ed, it the off:nder be obſtinate. And belides this 

Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, I acknowledge to belong 

to this Church a politick Magitrate, who miniftreth 

to every man juftice, defending the good, and 

puniſhing the evil 4 to whom we muſt tender ho- 

nour and obedience in all things which are not con- 

trary to the word of God. And as Moſes, Ezechias, 
Joſias, and other good rulers purged the Church of 
God from ſuperſtition and idolatry : ſo the defence 


of Chrift's Church appertaigetiz to Chriftian Ma- 


pifts, Anabaptifts, with ſuchlike limbs of 
to root out alldoQrin of devils & mea : a 
Purgatory, limbus patrum, prayers 
for the dead, free will, 


giftrates, againft all idolaters and herericks, as Pas 
Antichrift, 
S the Maſs, - 
to Saints, and 
Diſtintion of meats, ap- 
parel, and days, vows of fingle life, preſence at 
idolſervice, mans merits, with ſuch like, which draw: 
us from the ſociety of Chrifts Church wherein ftand- 
eth only remiſſion of (ins, purchaſed by- Chrifts- 
b'ood to all them that believe, whether they be Jews 
or Gentiles, and lead us to a yain confidence in crea- 
tures, and truſt in our own imaginations. The: pus - 
niſhment whereof although God oftentimes de-- 
ferreth in this life, yet after the general reſurreQi- 
on, when our fouls and bodies ſhall riſe again to 
immortality they ſhall be damned to unquenchable 
fire and then we which have forſaken, 2ll mens 
wiſdom to cleave” unty Chrift, thail hear the: 
joyful voice, Com? ye bleſſed of my Fath-r, inherit the 
kingdom prepared tor you from the b-pining of the world - 
and ſo ſhall go trivmphing wick him in body and 
ſoul to remain everlaſtingly in g'ory, where we ſhall 
ſ-e God face to face and ſhall no more need to in- 
ftrudt one another, we ſhall! aliknow him from the
